The news of the death of ex-President 
Grover Cleveland caused genuine sorrow 
in St. Louis, both among the many per- 
sonal friends and political associates he 
had here and among the public general- 
ly. He had a number of close personal 
friends among the leading men. of St. 
Louls. 


Flags at half mast over public build- 
ings testify to the public esteem in 
which he was held and the general grief 
over his death. The quarters of the 
Jefferson Club and the St. Louis Demo- 
cratic Club were draped with the sym- 
bols of mourning. 

Mr. Cleveland made two visits to St. 
Louis, one in 1887, when he was Presi- 
dent, and one in 1906, when he took part 
in the; dedication of the World's Fair. 
The first visit was shortly after his 
marriage. He was accompanied by Mrs. 
Cleveland. 

They were guests at the home of D. 
R. Francis, who was then Mayor of the 
city. In his second term President 
Cleveland appointed Mr. Francis Secre- 
tary of the Interior. 

Guest at Francis’ Home. 
On his second visit he was again A 








Cleveland, and was probably closer .to 
him than any other Missourian. 

As soon as. he .jearned of the death 
of Mr. Cleveland, Mr. Francis prepared 
to go to Princeton. He left St. Louis 
at 1 o'clock Wednesday afternoon for 
New York, and will be in Princeton at 
2 o’clock ‘Thursday afternoon. 

Before departing Mr. Francis gave this 
expression of his estimate of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s character: 

“Mr. Cleveland was truly a great man 
and a patriot of the highest type. The 
services he rendered the Republic have 
never been fully ‘appreciated, but will 
be held in higher and higher estimate 
as the years roll by. He was a Demo- 
crat of Democrats, and understood the 
true principles of the doctrine as thor- 
oughly, if not more so, than any man of 
his generation, His taking off at this 
juncture is an overwhelming loss to 
the country, as well as to his party. 

“I knew him well and never cherished 
the slightest doubt of his sincerity of 
motive or his unselfishness of purpose.

Clopten, who was United 
States District Attorney at St. Louis 
under Mr. Cleveland’s administration, 
‘seid: 

“Grover Cleveland's influence over 
the people of the States was due to 
his honesty. Hé acted on the principle 
that honesty: was the best policy; 
though it was a principle with him, 
not a poliéy; for he had little confi- 
dence in those who bent the knee that 
thrift might follow fawning. He was 
considerate of the opinions of those 
who enjoyed his confidence, but never 
yielded to the persuasions of the op- 
portunist. By opposing the policies of 
thany of the leaders of his party, he 
aroused éfmities; but his judgment has 
been “approved since and his adminis- 
trations will always be regarded as 
patriotic and wise. 

“After his 6fficial powers ended he 
‘was counseled with bs leaders in poli- 
tics and in business affairs; and he 
retained the confidence of the people 
to the end.’’ 

Compared to Washington. 

“I am very much grieved to hear of 
the death of Grover Cleveland,”’ said 
Norman J. Colman, former Lieutenant- 
Governor, who was the frst Secretary 
of Agriculture, appointed by Cleveland. 
That Cabinet position was created dur- 
ing Cleveland's first term. 

‘“T knew him well. Not even Wash- 
ington himself was more patriotic, more 
devoted to the people, more faithful to 
his trust. He was a great Democrat. 
We nevér had a President, from the 
time of Washington, who tried to per- 
form his.duty ‘to ‘the people of the 
United States more faithfully than did 
Grover Cleveland. 

‘‘T had one experience with him which 
proved that, and that at the same time 
proved his wisdom. I was trying to es- 
tablish the experimental stations whieh 
have now become of. such value, in all 
the agricultural colleges in the country. 
I called representatives of the colleges 
to Washington in convention and we 
talked the matter all over. The Dill 
making the plan possible passed Con- 
gress and it called for an appropria- 
tion of $750,000. When it went to the 
President, he hesitated to sign it.

“‘T am for saving the people’s money,’ 
he said.

“He came into’ public life possessed of 
none of the qualities usually considered 
as essential to success. He had no mil- 
itary recotd, no particular oratorical 
powers, and no great personal magnet- 
ism. His strength was entirely strength 
of character. 

“From his first entrance into publie¢ 
life, he impressed the péople with his 
robust integrity. His rise from the office 
of Sheriff of Erie County to the prest- 
dency of the United States was the up- 
ward gravitation of moral forces. 

“He never studied and he never prac- 
ticed the arts of popularity, and he took 
counsel only of his conscience in deter- 
mining what to do and what to say. 

“No other man, Republican or Demo- 
crat, could have carried through the 
currency measures of 1893. He was a 
man of progressive principles, but con- 
servative in his methods of realizing 
them. He lifted the politics of the coun- 
try to a distinctly higher plane. 

““Washingto efferson, Jackson, Lin- 
coln and Grant have each of them a 
peculiar. position in our history because 
of the peculiar exigencies into which 
they were called. Among the presidents 
whose distinction rests altogether upon 
their administration of -the presidential

WASHINGTON, June %4.—Unoffictal 
notification of the death of former Pres- 
ident Cleveland was flashed tmmediate- 
ly to Oyster Bay for the information of 
President Roosevelt. 

Secretary of tl.e Treasury Cortelyou, 
as the senior Cabinet officer in Wash- 
ington at present, is the acting head of 
the administration. The first word that 
came to Secretary Cortelyou from Oyster 
Bay was an instruction, which the Sec- 
retary at once promulgated to all de- 


mest. It is probable that they will thus 
remain for 30 days. 

Former Secretary of the Treasury J. G. 
Carlisle and former Secretary of the 
Novy Hillary A. Herbert, both of Pres- 
ident Cleveland’s Cabinet, are away 
from the city. Mr. Carlisle left for New 
York on business 4 minutes before Mr. 
Cleveland’s death was announced. - Mr.

His party.was disappointed, but 
young Mr. Cleveland simply said it was 
possible he was progressing soniewhat 
rapidiy and might do better the next 
time he offered for an officeg At this 
early stage of his careér that impefvi- 
ousneg to the shocks of deféat or the 
joys of victory, which in later years 
commanded the unqualified admiration 
of his severest critics was very evi- 
dent. 





In Politics Again. 1 

In spite of love for his proteaalon and 
a loud protest that a lean pocketbook 
made it imperative for him to stick to 
business, the Dutch and the Irish once 
more downed the Yankee in him and 
in 1866 he became chairman of the Erie 
County Democratic Central Committec. 
This kept him before the public and 
broke him into ‘the habit of dividing 
his time with his party. As William 
Allen’ White puts it, “‘Politics came to 
him as a duty of citizenship; the law 
was his occupation." Moreover, Grover 
Cleveland practiced honesty tn a way 
that completely baffled those associated 
with him. He did not institute any re- 
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‘Cleveland took a step which Jed to his 
nomination for Governor of New York, 
in a year when nothing could prevent 
his election—"Cleveland luck,” the 
thoughtless said afierward. 

It was the now famous “This is the 
time for plain speech” veto. A Dem-, 
ocratic ring ruled Buffalo and Erie 
County; the Buffalo Common Council 
awarded the tract for cleaning the 
streets to a friend of the ring for $442,- 
000. This was $100,000 higher than the 
lowest bid, and $50;000 higher than the 
favorite of the machine had bid a few 
weeks before. 

Mayor Cleveland was confronted with 
the alternative of going with his party 
or breaking with it and smashing the 
ring. He settléd the question for him- 
self. He sent th the veto, which rang 
in corrupt politicians ears for years. 
He announced most plainiy that he 
would not approve the resolution —be- 
cause it was the culmination of 4 most 
barefaced and‘ shameless scheme to be- 
tray the pedple’s interest and squander 
the public money. 


Nomination for Governor. 

Then did destiny take firmer grasp 
of Cleveland's hand. The history of his 
nomination for Governor of New York 
need be repeated only briefly here. The 
Republicans had shelved Gov. Cornell 
in favor of Secretary of the Treasury 
Folger, one of President Arthuf’s Cabi- 
net. 

Tammany Hall and many Democrats 
of Eastern and Central New York 
advocated the nomination of the late 
Roswell P. Flower, while Brooklyn Dem- 
ocrats and the old County Democracy 
presented the name ot the late Gen. B. 
Slocum. .Thére was much talk of the 
availability of the Mayor of Buffalo, 
but Mr. Cleveland himself gave no open 
support to the suggestion. He was 
asked to go to Albany to consult with 
certain party managers, but said his 
duties a8 Mayor were too exacting to 
permit of such a trip. The convention 
was held at Syracuse. The day before 
it opened Mr. Cleveland consented to 
take a laté afternoon train from Buf- 
falo for Syracuse and go over the situa- 
tion with «the late Daniel Manning, 
chairman of the County Democracy. He 
returned to Buffalo that night, and the 
next morning he was nominated for 
Governor on the third ballot. David B. 
Hill of Elmira was nominated for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. 

Immediately Cleveland became ‘‘The 
People’s Candidate.”” The real purpose! 
of the Republicans--in naming Folger 
was poorly disguised, and there was 
a #eneral rallying around the Buf- 
falo man’s standard. In his letter of 
acceptance Mr. Cleveland declared 
strong for civil service reform; attack- 
ing vigorously the Republican policy of 
filling the State offices with party work- 
ers without any regard to honesty or 
fitness. In all his utterances during the 
campaign he resorted to. none of the 
Claptrap so oftén employed by more 
machine candidates. In fact, he mhin- 
tained almost a notipartisan attitude, 
only occasionally indicating that he was 
a Democrat by the principles he advo- 
cated. 


. Triumphant Election. 

The result was that Mr. Cleveland 
was elected by the unprecedented ma- 
jority of 192,800, -fully 100,000 of which 
yotes were admitted to have been cast 
by Republicans. Great preparations 
were made for his inauguration on Jan. 
1, 1883, but he emphasized his Demodc- 
racy and his abhorrence for display by 
walking from the Executive Mansion 
to the Capitol. Immediately, after being 
sworn in he weént to his effice and began 
work. 

And. with every stroke of his pen 
Cleveland was hurrying toward —9 
presidency. One of his hundreds o 
vetoes will fever be forgotten, that of 
the bill forcing five-cent fares at all 
houra on the elevated. railroads of New 
York City. As he signed it, Grover 
Cleveland said: 


“Moreover, I shall be the most un- 


|popular man in the State.” 


The Democratic leaders shrieked at 
him that the people of New York would 
wreak! a frightful vengeance on the 
party. ~He replied that the State had 
entered tnto a contract with the ele- 
vated railroad company; that such a 
law would violate the contract; that 
he must be as jealous of the State’s 
honor as careful of ‘the taxpayers’ 
money. ‘The courage Grover Cleve- 
land displayed fn killing the bill, in the 
face of the firious demands for it, did 
much to feveal his stamina and fiber, 
and hé was nominated for President by 
the Democratic conventiqn of 18% over 
Tammany Hall’s protest; it decided the 
countty’s business interests for him.

“Blaine was not responsikle for the 
Conkling defection in Oneida County, N. 
Y., where a change of 2000 was mad 
against him, but -his* dining with Jay 
Gould and his meeting with @ com- 
mittee of ministers that brought about 
the fatal Burchard incident cost him 
many mofe than tne 600 votes which 
would have changed the result in New 
York and made him President. 

“The renominat of Cleveland by the 
Democrats and t nomination of Har- 
rison by the Republicans came in the 
natural order of political events. It 
was a contest of unusual dignity and 
earnestness, but while Cleveland car- 
ried nearly 100,000 popular majority, he 
lost his election by the defection of 
Tammany in New York City, in which 
the Cleveland-Dana quarrel had a fruit- 
ful harvest for Dana. 

“Cleveland lost his own State, that 
would have given him the presidency 
by a majority of 14,373, and Gov. Hill, 
who was on the same ticket, was re- 
elected Governor by a majority of 19,- 
171. Cleveland could have reassured his 
re-election had he avoided the distinct 
and aggressive tariff issue made in his 
message to Congress. 

Beaten, Then Vindicated, 

“He sent that message after having 
been advised by his closest friends that 
it would likely result in his defeat. 
He knew when he sent it to Congress 
that it must quicker and strengthen the 
opposition and might result tn’ his de- 
feat: but he followed his own convic- 
tions of public duty, suffered defeat and 
had his complete vindication four years 
later, when he was recalled to the presi- 
dency by an overwhelming majority. 

“Rew know how narrowly Cleveland 
escaped defeat in the Democratic Con- 
vention of 1892. The Convention was hos- 
tile to Cleveland, but the overwhelming 
Democratic sentiment of the country 
compelled leaders to bow to him. It was 
the most desperate battle ever made in 
a national convention, with the single 
exception of the Grant-Blaine battle of 
1880, and the enemies of Cleveland were 
strengthened by an able and positively 
hostile delegation from his own State. 

‘‘The ballot was not reached until more 

an half the night of, the third day of 
oe convention had been exhausted in 
angry disputation, and Cleveland re- 
ceived but a small fraction in excess. 
of the necessary two-thirds vote. Had 
he failed on that ballot, his nomination 
would have been impossible. The con- 
test made Cleveland stronger from the 
beginning to the close of the campaign, 
and his triumphant election fully vindi- 
cated the Democratic people who so rug- 
gedly sustained him against the leaders 
of the party.” 

Biaine’s Summary of the Fight. 

And, said James G. Blaine to his 
neighbors who serenaded him on the 
evening of Nov. 18, 1834; 

“Nor should I do justice to my feel- 
ings if I failed to thank the Republicans 


: of the Empire State, who encountered 


many discouragements and obstacles, 
who fought against foes from within 
and foes from without, and who waged 
so strong & battle that a change of one 
vote in every 2000 would have given us 
a victory in the nation. Indeed, a 
change of little more than 5000 votes 
would have transferred New York, 
Indiana, New Jersey and Connecticut to 
the Republican standard and have made 
the North as solid as the South. 
‘The result of the election will be re- 
as extraordinary in the future, I 
think. The Northern States, leaving out 
the count the cities of New York and 
Brooklyn, sustained the Republican 
cause by a majority of more than 400,- 
000—almost half a million indeed—of the 
popular vote. The citles of: New York 
and Brooklyn threw their great strength 
and influence with the solid South and 
were the decisive element which gave 
to that country the control of the Na- 
tional Government.”

It emphasizes the fact that, 
Pvinced of the right, Mr. Clevelard’s 
opinion was unalterable. To quote his 
declaration of 1904, 17 years after this 
tariff message: 

“It is génerally felt that the Demo- 
cratic party stands on solid ground this 
year in unequivocally declaring for a 
revision of the tariff. But everybody 
knows how I @tand on that question. It 
is now, and will be until equitably set- 
tled, the paramount issue in American 
politics.’’ 

And as late as March, 1907, he re- 
peated that the opportunity for the 
Democrats to achieve a national victory 
was at hand and that the fight could 
be won on a tariff reform issue. 

Mr. Cleveland was defeated in 1888, 
not because the country was weary of 
him, but for the reason that some good 
men opposed him because he had not 
wholly adopted their views, and for the 
reason also that some other men, who 
retained control of the Democratic party 
organization, were treacherous to him 
because he had disappointed them in 
distributing the spoils. 


Repeal of the Silver Law. 
In his second term Mr. Cleveland's 


first effort to check the outflow of gold 
and restore confidence in the currency 
system was to procure the repeal of the 
silver purchasing clause of the Sherman 
law. On June 30, 1893, he issued a proc- 
lamation calling on Congress to assem- 
ble fir extraordinary session, ‘‘to the 
end that the people may be relieved, 
through legislation, from present and 
impending danger and distress.’’ 

Congress met on Aug. 7. Next day 
the President’s -message urging a 
‘prompt repeal’ of the purchasing 
clause of the law of 1890 was read in 
both houses. The Wilson repeal bill 
was reported by Congressman W. L. 
Wilson to the House on Aug. 11, and 
about a fortnight later, was passed by 
that body by a vote of 239 to 108 On 
Aug. 28 Senator Voorhees of Indiana, 
on behalf of the Finance Committee, 
reported the méasure to the Senate. 

The country had been eagerly ex- 
pectant of the prompt action which 
Mr. Cleveland had urged. It was ready 
for the return of prosperity, but it was 
doomed to bitter disappointment. A 
union of the silver Senators of both 
parties was “formed, and until Oct. 30 
the Senate debated, filibustered, offered 
amendments and suggested compro- 
mises. It has been charged that John 
G. Carlisle, then Secretary of the 
Treasury, agreed to a compromise: 

1, That the repeal act should take 
effect Oct. 1, 18%. 

2. That the silyer purchased under 
the act of 1890, and ‘he seigniorage, 
should be coined. : 

3. That all Government notes of de- 
nominations less than $10 should be 
retired. 

The fact is, that both Mr. Cleveland 
and Mr. Carlisle refused to yield, and 
from firet to last insist on wuncon- 
ditional repeal.

The World and the Bond Sale. 
The World, which had fought 
“brilliantly and sturdily”~—using Mr. 
Cleveland’s own words—to elect Mr. 
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public call for bids on $100,000,000 worth 
of bonds was osdered. 
End of Secret Bond Deals. 

When the bids were opened on Feb. 5, 
1896, they amounted to $526,970,000, or five 
and a half times the amount of the 
loan. The World’s bid of 114 for $1,000,- 
000 was the highest for any considerable 
amount. Mr. Morgan, who had in the 
meantime dissolved his syndicate, was 
one of the bidders at the popular sale. 


| The bonds sold at that time bore,s4 per 


cent interest and brought an average 
price of 112. They afterward went up 
to 188. Counting interest saved, the 
Government was  §$20;000,000 richer 
through The World's effort. But better 
than that, it put a stop to secret bond 
deals forever. 
Fereign Affairs. 

Mr. Cleveland regarded the annexa- 
tion of Hawaii as a perversion of our 
national policy and thought our inter- 
ference. there disgraceful. He was 
strongly opposed, foo, to meddling in 
Cuba. Once more let him define his 
position on these question# as he did 
later: 

“I do not believe in discussing matters 
of this kind as a private citizen. I do 
not care, ‘however, to be misrepresent- 
ed. I will, therefore, say that ever since 
the question of -Hawalian annexation 
was presented I have been utterly and 
constantly opposed to it. 

“The first thing I did after my inaugu- 
ration in March, 1893, was to recall from 
the Federal Senate an annexation treaty 
then pending before fhat body. I re- 
garded and still regard the proposed 
annexation of these islands as not only 
opposed to our national policy, but as a 
perversion of our national mission. The 
mission of our nation is to build up and 
make a greater country out of what we 
already have, instead of annexing is- 
lands. 

“I did not suppose that there was any- 
one in public life who misunderstood my 
position in this matter. It had been said 
that I was partial to the former Hawai- 
lan monarchy and desired to see it re- 
stored in order that I might treat with 
it for the purpose of annexation. How 
could I have had such an idea if I re- 
garded annexation as contrary to our 
national policy? The same answer can 
be made to the statement that my. op- 
position to Hawaiian annexation was 
based merely upon dissafisfaction with 
the treaty pending before the Senate at 
the time of my second inauguration. I 
was opposed to annexation as such. 

Our Action “Disgraceful.” 

“In regard to the Hawaiian monarchy, 
aside from any question of annexation 
and without harboring any previous de- 
signs of restoring that monarchy, I in- 
vestigated the resolutions of our repre- 
sentatives to its overthrow. This inves- 
tigation satisfied me that our interfer- 
ence in the revolution of 1893 was dis- 
graceful. I would gladly, therefore, for 
the sake of our national honor and our 
country’s fair name, have repaired that 
wrong. 

“In regard to the Cuban question my 
position was fully made known to Con- 
gress in the various messages in which 
the subject was discussed. I was op- 
posed to the recognition of the belliger- 
ency of the island, and my position was 
perfectly well known. Indeed, so very 
unmistakable were my views on the 
subject that I was time and again 
threatened by frenzied men and women 
with dire calamities to be visited upon 
myself and children because of what 
they saw fit to assert as my enmity to 
the Cuban cause.

Peace was maintained amid the plau-

(t was a véry quiet wedding, the Rev. 
Dr. Byron Sutherland officiating. Only 
i few tives and very intimate 
‘riends and the members of the Cabinet 
and their wives were guests. 

Such was the modest wooing and un- 
Leh i wedding that made Grover 
Clevelan supremely happy. As ‘first 
‘ady of the land’’ his wife became ex- 
'remely popular. Almost as much af- 
rectionate interest as the American peo- 
ole took in that marriage they displayed 
when the Clevelands’ first child was 
to bless them. Baby Ruth was born at 
the Clevelands’ then home in this city, 
316 Madison avenue, Oct. 3, 1891. On‘ 
her was reflected the widespread admir- 
ation for her mother. The child died of 
malignant diphtheria at her father’s 
home at Princeton, Jan. 7, 1901. 

Four young children survive their 
father—Esther, born in the White House 
Sept. 9, 1893; Marion, born at Gray Ga- 
bles, Buzzard’s Bay, Mass., July 7, 1895; 
Richard Folsom, the first-born son, 
hailed with superlative joy, born at 
Princeton, Oct. . 1897, and Francis 
Folsom, born at Gray Gables July, 1903. 


An Opponent of Woman Suffrage. 


Not only his observation but the per- 
fection of his home life and the domes- 
ticity of his wife led Grover Cleveland 
to oppose, almost to ridicule, woman 
suffrage. Advanced leaders of women 
throughout the country replied to him 
with scornful wrath when, three years 
ago, he discussed the question, ‘‘Would 
Woman Suffrage Be Unwise?’” and 
answered it strongly in the affirmative. 
Here are some of his deductions: 

“Even if every woman should exer- 
Cise the Suffrage the votes of the 
thoughtful would almost certainly. be 
outweighed by those of the disrepu- 
table, the ignorant, the thoughtless and 
the coerced.”’ 

“It is sometimes claimed that woman 
suffrage would have the effect of ele- 
vating and refining politics. Neither its 
short trial in four states nor our politi- 
cal experience and ubservation supports 
this claim.”’ 

‘None of us can deny that we have 
unhappily fallen upon a time when doc- 
trines are taught by women and to 
women which tend to the subversion of 
sane and wholesome ideas.”’ 

The Clevelands went to live at 
Princeton in 1902; their piace, West- 
lands, is a fine American home, with- 
out the least pretensions to luxury or 
splendor. Born in New Jersey, it was 
perhaps natural for Grover Cleveland 
to seek his native State in the autumn 
of his years. His. undoubted interest 
in Princeton University as a demo- 
cratic seat of learning ‘‘where ho one 
puts on. dog,” as a freshman said re- 
cently of himself and Mr. Clevéland— 
ego et réx—bore fruition probably un- 
expected when he was elected unani+ 
mously @ member of the univetsity’s 
Board of Trustees. He was not only a 
trustee, but professor of practical poll- 
tics at Princeton. The university gave 
im the degree of LL. D. in 1897. — 

His title as professor was compara- 
tively easy to bear, for he lectured 
only two or three times during @#ach 
academic year, but then on weighty 
Subjects, sometimes explaining ques- 
tions which had arisen during his 
terms as President or defining a po- 
sition he assumed then. Very rarely 
‘Mr. Cleveland emerged from. his 
peaceful life, as when he delivered 
two speeches supporting former Chief 
Judge Alton B. Parker's candidacy for 
the presidency. @he Princeton stud- 
ents revered him; they gave him a 
loving cup on his seventieth birth- 
day, and with tears in his eyes he 
told them: 

I am young at 70 because I have 
breathed the atmosphere of vigorous 

outh and of hopeful, aspiring man- 

ood. You have created the atmos- 
wey and through the providence of 
od it has been given to me to in- 
hale, in these latter days, its healing, 
stimulating influence.” 

And, faith, he was young then; 
young enough to take his son Dick 
rabbit hunting and to help the boy 
rake leaves from the lawn and hoe 
the farm, 

It is not impertinent to consider 
how mu 
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Grover Cleveland, 
Sportsman and Lover 


of Nature. 


As a boy Grover Cleveland loved to 
hunt and fish and swim; he was an 
out-of-door boy. And men, “the old- 
est inhabitants’’ along Limestone Creek 
and thé Black River, near Holland Pat- 
ent, N. Y., will tell you to this day 
that young Cleveland was as good a 
trapper as ever trod the creek’s banks. 
They saw he was a sportsman always, 
not a pot hunter. 

His physical condition mirrored the 
wholesome soul that was within him. | 
He was a big full-blooded, rosy cheeked 
boy who é6njoyed life as he found it. 
He practiced a youthful philosophy 
which smacked of stoicism and was the 
seeding of a statesmanship that was to 
blossom early in the serious days of 
his career. 

He was & true sportsman all his hfe 
in his Iove of nature, his thankfulness 
to the giver of all good things and his 
scorn, almost horror of wanton slaugh- 
ter. He became a philosophic fisherman 
and What he himself called a serene 
duck hunter. Withotitt neglecting his 
own business or shifting official bur- 
dens to léss able shoulders, he seized 
every opportunity to get near to na- 
ture with Ris rod of gun, in compan- 
ionship of as good @ sportsman as him- 
self; like the late Joseph Jefferson, the 
actor, or L. C. Benedict, or “Fighting 
Bob” Evans, who, by the way, Mr. 
Cleveland strongly urged should have 
been made an admiral when his fleet 
reached California waters. 

Such recreation “paid” in every 
sense Mr. Cleveland firmly believed. 
Once he wrote, with a cértain cynicism: 

“There can be no doubt that the 
promise of industrial peace, of content- 
ed labor and of healthful modération 
in the pursuit of wealth in this demo- 
cratic country of ours would be infi- 
nitely improved if a large share of the 
time which has been devoted to the 


been spent in fishing.’’ 


A Plea for Recreation. 

Again Cleveland—one of the hardest 
workers who ever held office—declared: 
“Men mav accumulate wealth in neg- 
lect of the law of recreation, but how 
infinitely much they will forfeit in the 
deprivation of wholesome vigor, in the 
loss of the placid fitness for the quiet 
joys and comforts of advancing years 
and in the displacement of contented 
age by the demon of querulous and 
premature decrepitude!’”’ 

Mr. Cleveland thus describes’ the 
Honorable Order of Serene Duck Hunt- 
rs: 
“It must be frankly confessed that 
the members of this fraternity cannot 
claim the ability to kill ducks as often 
as required by the highest averages. 
“This, however, does not in the least 
disturb their serenity. Their compensa- 
tions are ample. They are saved from 
the sordid and hardening effects induced 
by habitual killing, and find pleasure 


and elévating susceptibilities which 
ducking environments shou’ ] invite. Un- 
der thé influence of these susceptibilities 
there is developed a pleasing and inno- 
cent self-deception, which induces the 
bellef on the part of those with whom 
both ‘abundant 
shooting skill and a thorough familiar- 
ity with aN that pertains to the theory 


possession “and control. 

‘They are also led to the stimulation’ 
of reciprocal credulity, which seasons 
and makés digestible tales of ducking 
adventure. Nor does bloody activity 
distract their attention from their obli- 


to ovérlook the rule which requires 
them to stand solidly together in the 
promotion and protection, at all hazards, 
of the shooting reputation of everyone 
of their associates. Those may well be 
called the Serene Duck Hunters.” 


CHAPTER V. 


Latest Work as an Ar- 
biter in Life Insur- 


ance, 

Grover Cleveland first became a factor 
in life insurance in June, 196, when 
Thomas F. Ryan got control of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society by 
purchasing &@ majority of its stock, 501 
shares, from James Hazen Hyde for 
$2,500,000, 

Knowing if he retained control of the 
Equitable, with its $480,000,000 of direct 
assets and nearly as much more through 
the various financia) institutions § ft 
dominated, that the purchase would be 
most bitterly assailed, Mr. Ryan deter- 
mined to vest the stock absolutely in 
three trustees. The men he selected 
were Grover Cleveland, Morgan J. 
O’Brien and George Westinghouse. 

In accepting the office of trusteé Mr. 
Cleveland wrote Mr. Ryan a character- 
istic letter on June 10, 195, in which he 
made it clear that he was to have abso- 
lute independence of action. He also 
took occasion to condemn in this letter

and. his fellow-trustees became abso- 
lute masters of the Ryan majority 
stock. Mr. Cleveland was made chair- 
~ man of the Board of Trustees and at 
once began to devote all of his avail- 
able time to a study of the intricate 
business of life insurance. He made 
frequent visits to New York from his 
‘Princeton home and personally directed 
the matters within the trustees’ prov- 
ince in the offices assigned to them on 
the third floor of the Equitable Build- 
ing 





The first work of importance which 
the trustees had to perform was gigan- 
tic in shape and delicate in nature. 
The deed of trust stipulated that the 
policy holders should select 2 of the 
62 directors in the Equitable’s board 
and the stock only 4. This was carry- 
, fing out the idea of mutualization, which 
was the kernel of the struggle waged 
between James W. Alexander and James 
‘H. Hyde. Mr. Alexander had inststed 
that the policy holders be given a sub- 
@tantial voice in the selection of their 
directors, while Mr. Hyde, the owner of 
@ majority of the stock and the dic- 
tator of the society, combatted the iIn- 
novation with almost savage energy. 

Mr. Cleveland and his associates sent 
 @ommunications to every one of the 
600,000 policy holders and invited them 
to designate their choice as directors. 
From the thousands of names thus 
submitted they made up a ticket at the 
next clection and elected the men thus 
pelected as directors. 

A few months after Mr. Cleveland be- 
Came trustee of the Ryan stock, the of- 
fice of ‘‘rebate referee’’ was created by 
the joint action of the larger insurance 
companies and he was chosen for the 
Place at a salary of $12,000 a year. The 
‘office of trustee of the Ryan stock car- 
gied no compensation with it. Mr. Cleve- 
land’s acceptance of the position of re- 
bate referee and the $12,000 salary evoked 
hostile criticism from many directions. 
The creation of this office was to put a 


stop to the giving of rebates by agents: 


of the large companies. When a com- 


plaint was made that an agent had giv- 


en a rebate, all the facts obtainable 
were lald before Mr. Cleveland, he made 
an examination and decided whether the 
accused man was guilty of the offense. 
‘There was but one punishment in case 
of. guilt being proven, and that was in- 
stant dismissal. 

The life insurance officer who had 
most to do with the creation of the of- 
fice of rebate referee and the fixing 
: of Mr. Cleveland’s salary at $12,000 felt 

keenly the hostile criticism directed 
against the former President. At the 
time the criticisms were most violent he 
made this statement to the writer, which 
—* never before been printed: 


it “Mr. Cleveland is a poor man, much 
orer than most of his friends suspect. 
iis ch n are reaching the.age when

cated. Mr. Cleveland’s name is of great 
value to the whole insurance business 
at this critical time, when public faith 
in it is so badly shaken. It is only fair 
to Mr. Cleveland to pay him for his 
services, and $12,000 a year is a trifling 
sum compared with the service his mere 
connection with the business renders. 
Besides, he is constantly making sug- 
gestions of the utmost value. he needs 
this money, and his family need it; but 
if these criticisms continue they will 
force him back into retirement, which 
would be a triple injustice—to him, his 
children and the life insurance com- 
panies.’ 
Greater Power in Insurance. 

This man was in a position to know 
whereof he spoke when he talked of 
the status of Mr. Cleveland’s personal 


finances. 

In January of 1907 the Association of 
Life Insurance Presidents was formed, 
and Mr. Cleveland was elected its chair- 
man and counse! at a salary of $25,000 a 
year. The chief function of this asso- 
clation is to «keep track of legislation 
in the various States affecting life in- 
surance. Under the old regime such 
matters were attended to with “yellow 
dog’ funds and skilled lobbyists and 
such men as the late “Andy” Hamilton 
and “Andy” Fields. 

Mr. Cleveland showed that it was 
possible to supervise legisiation without 
the use of “yellow dog” funds or lob- 
byists and in a clean, decent, legitimate 
manner. He got as his assistant Robert 
* Cox of Buffalo, who was one of the 

embers of the Armstrong Legislative 
Insurance Commission which conducted 
the investigation made historic by 
Charles H. Hughes. Of course Mr. 
Cleveland did not try to kill bills which 
were in the interest of the licy-hold- 
ers or enact legislation hostile to them, 
as was done by the old regime, but he 
simply tried to get what was right and 
fair, and to prevent injustice. 

As chairman of the association, Mr. 
Cleveland’s office was in the Metropoll- 
tan Life Building at 1 Madison avenue. 
When his health permitted he visited 
his offices two and three times a week 
and also attended te his duties at his 
Princeton home. 

He attended the meetings of the asso- 
ciation, and in his speeches to the pres- 
idents and other executive officers of 
the twenty-odd companies which com- 
pore a the organization he always reso- 

—* ee clean, straight business 
methods. 

On April 23 last an article Mr. Cleve- 
land wrote on ‘‘Life Insurance and Its 
Relationship to the People’ was pub- 
lished in the. Spectator, an insurance 
periodical, and in it he declared that the 
companies were now managed in a way 
which merited the trust and faith of 
the public. —

OLD BUILDINGS SHAKY 








People Would Be Provided 
With Breathing-Spot 
Under Plans. 





The tumble-down levee of St. Louis 
has outlived its usefulness, say those 
who demand that it be converted into 
a beautiful park. 

There is not a building on it that pays 
for its keep. Most of them are useful 


for goods, or saloons, mainly patronized 
by negroes. 

More different sorts of odors may be 
encountered along the levee than in 
any other place in St. Louis, and some 
of them are not pleasant. 

The levee may be romantic on account 
of its age and from past associations, 
but that day has passed, and the old 
rookeries along the river front from the 
Bade, Bridge to Market street, and 
furtner, are filling space that would be 
more profitably occupied, citizens de- 
clare after obscrvation. 


Levee Haven for Roustabouts, 
Just below the Eads Bridge is an old 


stone building that might have been 
beautiful and useful when the river 
wis lined with steamboats six deep, 
and planters frum “down the river” 
step,ed from the stage onto the leve» 
and went on up into town to sel: their 
cotton and their sugar. Now it is a 
saloon, around the door of which lazy 
negroes congregate. 

Under the shadow of the Terminal 
Railroad elevated structure the levee is 
a shabby resort for negro roustabouts, 
who stand in doorways and shock the 
women who “patronize the excursion 
steamboats with their language. 

A few boat stores and other business 
houses occupy the buildings, but in the 
main they are dreary places. 

Back of these decrepit buildings is 
Commercial street, or alley. It is a 
narrow and dirty thoroughfare, lined 
with business houses given over to the 
sale of hides and tallow, oil and paints, 
with one or two chemical factories and 
a baking powder manufactory. 

Refuse in the Streets. 

There was a day when it was lir2d 
with the offices and warehouses of 
commission merchants, and where the 
elect of the business world of St. 
Louis congregated. 

All along the street the feet stumble 
over the accumulated refuse of months, 
and the nostrils are assailed with the 
odor of hides and wool, oil and roasting 
coffee and violets. But the violet smell! 
comes from a chemical factory and its 
the result of combining orris root into 
face powders and lotions. It is the only 
refreshing thing about the levee. 

At Olive street men are shoring up 
such of the old wrecks of buildings as 
have not already tumbled down, and 
sweating negroes are carrying out sacks 
of peanuts and shell dust, and the 
street ig barred from public passage on 
account of the danger to traffic. 

At what is known as the Rock House, 
an old stone building which was used 
for the storage of furs In the days when 
St. Louis was headquarters for trap- 
pers, is a saloon frequented by negroes. 
The water now laps the worn door- 
steps. 

‘Like Another Rat Row. 

‘"The levee shore looks like Rat Row 
in Cincinnati,’’ said a negro who leaned 
against the bar in ‘the Rock House. 
“It’s on the bum for fair. 

That expresses the situation exactly. 
The levee is another Rat Row. 

There was a time when the levee was 
a place of plenty. In the old days it 
was piled high with sacks of sugar that 
perfumed the air for blocks around.

But She Didn’t Try to Dictate 
Dress for the Girls, She 
Avers.

Trade Union League of St. Louis and, 
until June 9, a Deputy State Factory 
Inspector under Inspector Sikes, con- 
fesses that she is much embarrassed 
by the denouement of her efforts in be- 
half of the working girls of St. Louis. 

“I served as a Deputy Inspector with- 
out pay, not even receiving my car fare, 
and I am deeply humiliated at the way 
certain of my efforts have been misin- 
terpreted,’’ said Mrs. Kneffler. ‘I am 
especially humiliated because one paper 
has said I was trying to dictate what 
working giris should wear. 

“That the working women should not 
wear silk and satin, if they can afford 
it, is an absurd idea, one that I never 
held, or thought anything about. 

Native Was Altruistic. 

“Tt went into the inspector’s office to 
benefit the working girls, but I did not 
conceive the organization idea until af- 
ter I had my commission. 

“TI was Deputy State Factory Inspector 
only about eight weeks. I received my 
commission in March and _ resigned 
June 9.”’ 

The resignation was demanded by In- 
spector Sikes because there had been 
complaints from manufacturers that 
Mrs. Kneffler was using her authority 
for the furtherance of labor unions 
among the working women of St. Louis. 

‘There was no friction, and nothing 
unpleasant,” Mr. Sikes said. Ars. 
Kneffler came to me in March and 
asked for an appointment as deputy. I 
supposed she wanted a salary and told 
her my staff was filled. She informed 
me that she was interested in helping 
working women, and that she expected 
no remuneration. 


Was Valuable —“ 
‘T then gave her a commission, and 


she rendered valuable aid to the de- 
partment, noting violations of the State 
laws that would escape a man. 

“About the first of the month I began 
to hear of this working women’s organ- 
ization. Factory owners complained. I 
told Mrs. Kneffler that she must give 
up her union ideas or her commission. 
She gave up the commission. 

“IT am not opposing labor organiza~ 
tions. I am in sympathy with them, but 
in my department I cannot have any- 
thing to do with either side. My duty 
ends with the enforcement of the child- 
labor laws and the sanitary regula- 
tions.”’

INANCIAL ITEMS 


With the figures-for ten months at hand 
and information as to present volume of traf- 
fic, an estimate of the earnings of the Wis- 
eonsin Central for the entire current fiscal 
year indicates a surplus of §43,000 on the 
company’s $12,500,000 preferred stock, equal 
to 814 per cent.

a little South American inquiry, not expected 
to be in any way pronounced, our position 
is really very secure.
